I have fan- 
cied to myself the idea, that if the celebrated 
McAdams had lived in Grtece in the days of 
Homer, and bad divulged bis excellent system 
of road-making, it may have been probable 
that the Prince of Poets, might have been seen 
cracking on his pile, instead of singing hi, 
songs through towns and villages, to obtain a 
livelihood, as is stated to have been the case. 

The muse is, I am ashamed to say it, a lib- 
ertine — she is common property. We have 
seen her votaries from all the grades in society. 
Warriors and legislators, lordsand commoners, 
ploughmen anil shepherds— and of the fair sex, 
from the lady of the drawing room to milk- 
maids und wood-girls — it has been reserved to 
me to be the first devotee of the Cracking fami- 
ly — I rather pride myself a little oa this cir- 
cumstance- I consider myself n new genus of 
the Order of Poetica:, of the class Harmonica; 
the founder of u new dynasty in the empire ol 
Song. Whimsical, eccentric, and flaring as 
my attempt may appear, I have dared it, and 
I “go ahead.” 1 think I hear some one exclaim. 
What degradation! What debasement I The 
Parnassian mount soared for nges— where were 
poured out the sublime effusions of the muse, — 
to be now, in these “degenerate days,” dimin- 
ished and transformed into a pile of rock, 
where verses arc Bracked and hammered out, 
as a blacksmith would a bar of iiou, to he cut 
off into horse-shoes and fire-irons ; ha! ha! ha!

NOTHING.— WHAT 13 NOTHING? 

There is perhaps nothing in the pre- 
sent day so little understood, us Ihe fa- 
miliar word “Nothing f and though re- 
garded by a large portion of the commu- 
nity, as Hilling and unimportant , vel 1 
hope, before I close this short essay, to 
prove satisfactorily, that it is not under- 
stood, and nut rightly appreciated. 

First, of.the antiquity of nothing, there 
is perhaps nothing more false than the 
old prove; b “ Nothing can come out of 
Nothing'' — for in fact, from nothing pro 
ceeds every thing. This truth, though 
objected to by the larger innss of the 
community, receives the acknowledg- 
ment of the wisest philosophers oflhe 
present day —llie only point of difference 
between llicm, being whether something 
made all things out of nothing, or noth- 
ing out of something. Indeed, the witg, 
both ancient and modern, seem to have 
arranged themselves on each side of the 
question; ns (heir genius lended to the 
spiritual or material substance. Those 
of i he spiritual species have inclined to 
ihe former, while those of the material 
have embraced the latter. 

And whether nothing was the materies 
only, it is plain, in either case it will 
have a right to claim to itself the ori- 
gination of all things. And further, the 
great antiquity of nothing, is apparent 
from its being visible, in the accounts we 
havo of the beginning of every nation, 
and is demonstrable from the lirst pages 
of all general historians, 
j Indeed, ihe study of this little word, is 
sufficiently important to engage the at- 
tention. and till up the whole life of the 
antiquary. It always begins at the bot- 
tom of Ins inquiry, and is commonly al 
last .discovered bv him with intitule labor 
and pains. 

Secondly, of the nature of nothing, an- 
other falsehood presents iiselt, which is 
worthy of detection, that “no person 
can hare an idea of Nothing. But even 
those who confidently deny us this idea, 
either grossly deceive themselves, or 
would impose a downright cheat on the 
world — for, so far from having none, 1 
believe ihere are hut few who have not 
some idea of it, though they may mistake 
them perhaps lor those of something. 
For instance, are there any , who have no 
idea of immaterial matter, or unsubstan- 
tial substance? If Ihere are, the absurdi- 
ty of affirming it to be something, would 
|S 0 shock them, (hat they would immedi- 
ately reply, it was nothing, 
j To those who are willing to say, we 
have no definite idea of nothing, I shall 
show what nothing is — then disclose the 
j various kinds of nothing, and lastly, 
‘prove Us real dignity, and that it is the 
end of every thing. 

It being extremely hard to define 
nothing, in positive lerms, I shall choose 
! the negative side of the question. Nothing 
i then, is not something. But here I must 
object to a third error concerning il, that 
,“il is no place,” or “no where,” nn indi- 
rect wav of depriving it of its existence, 
whereas it lias full possession of the 
greatest and noblest place on this earth, 

| viz : — the human brain. But this mistake 
has been ably and amply refuted, by 
<listingui-hed men, who have spent then- 
whole lives in the contemplation and 
pursuits o: nothing, and have at las! ably 
concluded — that there is nothing in this 
world. 

Again, as nothing is not something, so 
every thing which is not something is 
nothing— and wherever something is not, 
there nothing is — a very large allowance 
in its favor, ns all well skilled in human 
affairs must admit. 

Ahhough wc cannot have an adequate 
knowcledgo of the essence of nothing, 
let us imitate the experimental philoso- 
pher in the examination of some of its 
properties oi accidents. And hero we 
sec the infinite advantage nothing has 
over something — for while something is 
confined to one or two senses at most, 
nothing is the object of them all. That 
nothing is frequently ihe object of the 
live senses admits no doubt — that il may 
be heard is ably proven in the Argivc 
mentioned by Horace: 

Fait baud ignuhlo Argis, 

Qui se cretlebfft irtiros nee! ire liocir.los, 

1 In vaiuo Imtufl sessor Plausorqiie Theatro. 

That nothing may lie tasted and smell- 
ed is not only known fo persons of deli- 
cate palules and nosfrils —for how often 
'do wc boar that such a tiling tastes and 
smells of nothing. 

Feeling, if any sense, seems more par- 
ticular!) t ho object of nothing, must pos- 
sess ii huge share — nay, 1 have heard it 
positively asserted by several persons, 
that liny can fed nothing hut a cudgel! 
Nothing is as well the object of the pas - 
sions as the senses. — Thus there are 



j many who love nothing — many who fear 
nothing— and".- ome ignoramuses who hale 
nothing. 

Again — Nothing is as often the object 
of our understanding, as of our senses; 
far some acknowledge that knowledge, 
i with the adjective human prefixed, is only 
another word for nothing — and one of 
i the wisest men in the world declared 
that ho knew — NOTHING. 

Without exaggeration, this may he al- 
lowed, tiiat it is al least possible for man 
to know — nothing . 

Now, for the dignity of the subject on 
which 1 am treating — I am to show that 
nothing is the end as well as beginning 
of ail things. That every thing is resolv- 
able into first principles, will he readily 
acknow ledged by all philosophers; — as 
therefore we have sufficiently proved 
that the world came from nothing — it 
follows, that it will, likewise, end in the 
same. But as 1 uni writing to a nation 
of Christians, I have no need to be prolix 
on this head; since eveiy one of my 
readers, by his faith, acknowledges that 
the world is to have an end, i. c. to come 
to nothing. And ns nothing is the end 
of the world — so is it of every thing else ! 
in the world. 

Ambition, the most powerful, heroic 
and Godlike of all passions will end in — 
NOTHING. 

Wliat’did Alexander, Caesar, and all 
the rest of heroes who have plundered 
and massacred so many millions, obtain 
by ail their care, labor, pain, fatigue and 
danger? Could they speak for them- 
selves, they would loudly reiterate the 
sound of — NOTHING,

Hce-Presidcnt's Mansion, June 12, 1838. 

“Tippo Sultan" in the West Indies. 

Mr. Curtis, who went out to St. Do- 
mingo with this extraordinary elephant, 
has returned to this city. He lelales 
some interesting incidents connected with 
the elephant Tippo Sultan — which took 
place soon after their arrival at Fort au 
Frince. This animal was imported into 
tins country eighteen years since, and is 
believed to be (lie largest ever exhibited 
in the United Slates He is about ten 
feet high, and weighs over 12,000 pounds, 
llis tusks are lour feet long Since he 
was brought to this country he has trav- 
elled more than seventy-five thousand 
miles. Ills usual gate is about three 
miles per hour; hut lie can travel ten 
with ea-c, and has been known to walk 
sixty miles in 24 hours. While exhibit- 
ed in the Zoological Institute, in the 
Bowery and other places, he evinced a 
remarkable docile and affectionate dis - 
position. His eratic character seems to 
havo developed itself for the first time in 
December last, while at Fort au Prince, 
which does not appear to he in accord- 
ance with the memorable example of fi 
delity and attachment which he exhib- 
ited towards his keeper, whose life lie 
saved under circumstances of eminent 
peril. In December 1830, he was exhi- 
bited in the menagerie located in the 
Bowery, on the site where tho building 
of the Institute now stands. A tiger and 
tigress broke through the flooring of 
the cage, and breaking into the apart- 
ment, sprung upon a beautiful lutna, 
which with the elephant and a few small 
animals were permitted to go loose. It 
was soon killed, and devoured in a short 
time . The roaring and noise of the other 
animals was terrific — all their native 
wildness seemed to havo returned. The 
keeper hearing the noise, and supposing 
that they were impatient for food, went 
into the room, where the first object t hat 
met his view was the tigers preying upon 
the Inmo. He seized a stick to drive 
them into their cage; at this time the ti- 
ger left his victim, and was in the act of 
springing upon the keeper when he was 
arrested by the lion, near whose den lie 
was couching, and who held him fast in 
his claws. In the mean time our hero, 
Tippo Sultan hurried to his friend the 
keeper, wound his trunk round his waist 
and lilted him in the air, out ol Ihe reach 
of harm, and kept him there safely until 
assistance came and the brute6 were se- 
cured. 

But to return to tho incidents that ex- 
hibit Tippo in a less favorable light. In 
December last, soon after his arrival a: 
Port au Prince, lie became quite w ild 
and unmanageable, attempted several 
times to strike the keeper, and while the 
caravan was journeying to another part 
of the island, he fell upon a horse that 
| was following on in the. train, run his 
tusks through him and destroyed the 
I poor animal on the spot. The keeper 
i was knocked down, in attempting to rcs- 
| cue the iiorsc, and would probably have 
j shared the same late, had not Curtis rode 
i up and fired a ball through his trunk, 
which made the elephant fall hack. The 
keeper took to his heels, and the ele- 
pliat reared lip and prepared to attack 
[Curtis, but lie succeeded in getting Out 
[| of his way. Alibis lime the eyes of the 
elephant seemed to project out of his head 
and amid the darkness of the night, to 
emit w ild unearthly gleams of light, re- 
sembling balls of fire. lie then rushed 
into the woods with grert fury; tearing 
up every ihmg that -came in his way, 



stripping himself of his saddles, und the 
canvass covering. After the parly had 
succeeded in getting him back into the 
road, lie set out and chased one of the 
[men, mounted on a fleet horse for four or 
five miles, the tnen behind following, in 
order not to lose sight, and if possible to 
seize him. Towards morning he broke 
[ i ii to a plantation, and commenced the 
I work of destruction. The planter, an 
old black man, heard the noise of the ele- 
phant, and supposing that cattle were 
making havoc with his crops, look his 
musket and went out for the purnose of 
driving then. out. The first glimpse of 
old Tippo, never having seen so high a 
creature before, frightened him half out 
of his senses, and made him drop his gun 
jand scamper for his domicil, with the 
elephant at his heels. He really thought 
Old Nick or his Satanic Majesty had 
made his appearance. During the day 
he made repeated attacks on his keeper 
and the company . lie then took to the 
mountains, und was pursued in a circui- 
tous route in his ascent about three miles, 
the party constantly firing upon him, till 
he at length came to a ledge of rocks, 
and was so cornered that lie must either 
turn back and receive the fire of his pur 
suers, or tumbledown an almost perpen- 
dicular precipice. 

lie, however, chose the latter alterna- 
tive, and descended more than a mile, 
tearing trees and rocks, and every thing 
which impeded his progress. He ran into 
a small river at the bottom of the moun- 
tain, where he remained more than an 
hour, throwing water over his body. — 
Until then, he ha_d been unmanageable, 
but his wrath was somewhat subdued by 
the cooling influence of the water. Ilis 
keeper still fearing to approach, directed 
Tippo to lay down, which he did. lie 
then went up to him and succeeded in 
hobbling him by fastening a chain about 
his legs. He continued wild and unman- 
ageable for several days after this, but 
by spearing and severe discipline, lie 
gradually yielded to tho will of his keep 
er, and at length became so tame and 
docile that lie would obey any of the 
party. Heretofore lie never submitted 
to yield obedience to but one master. — 
Tippo Sultan is stillton the Island of St. 
Domingo. — N. Y. Express.

A LETTER FROM THE REV: JOHN 
LELAND. 

YV« take great pleasure in presenting 
to our readers this morning, extracts from 
a letter written within a few days by the 
Rev. Mr. Leland, of Cheshire, to the 
editor of this paper. Through a life of 
lour score years, Al r. L. has been as up- 
right and conscientious in his political 
conduct, ns in his charne'er as a teacher 
of divine truth. In the contest between 
Adams and Jefferson, he was one of Mr. 
Jeft'erson’s most infinentiul supporters, 
and after the election .if the sage of Mon- 
ticcllo to the Fresidentia! Chair, he was 
made the organ of tho farmers in West- 
ern Massachusetts, for presenting to the 
Chief Magistrate oflhe nation the famous 
Cheshire Cheese.” This evidence of 
the agricultural skill and wealth of the 
democratic yeomanry of New England, 
was received by the President with pe- 
culiar pleasure, and was considered by 
him the highest compliment he could en- 
joy. It is the yeomanry of the country 
who now sustain the present democratic 
administration — with them resides the 
pure spirit of democracy — they are the 
watchers of the sacred (lame, and their 
vigilance will never allow it to be extin- 
guished. But we are detaining our read- 
ers too long from the wisdom of experi- 
ence which flows below: — 

‘ BANK AND PEOPLE. 

“Nine hundred hanks, containing three 
hundred millions stock, with nine hun- 
dred Presidents, nine hundred Cashiers, 
and nine hundred bank Lawyers, five 
thousand Directors, (all influential char- 
acters,) fifty thousand dealers on bank 
credit, a great portion of the members of 
Congress, and of the state legislatures, 
who hold stock in banks, fifty thousand 
insolvents (who want government to pay 
their debts) one hundred thousand office 
seekers, from the presidential chair down 
to the lowest clerkship, with a multitude 
who have itching propensities for new 
things. All these form a mighty host; 
flanked on one wing with anti-masons, 
and on the other with abolitionists; with 
a rear guard of conservators, and many 
scouting parties beside. 

“Is it possible for the democracy of the 
United Slates to withstand this Ibrmida- 
j ble army, who have already bid defiance 
and set the battle in array? 

I Democracy is principally composed of 
! the tillers of tho ground, and (lie me- 
chanics of the most necessary articles 
This class, for the most part, are not 
seeking nor expecting promotions: their 
wish is to he protected by government in 
the enjoyment of t Heir honest earning; 
deducting therefrom what is necessary 
for the security of the remainder. Cau- 
cuses, conventions, and even the oeces 
sary polls of elections, call them from 
their accustomed and chosen pursuits; il 
there is no imperious call, they choose 
to be in their occupations. A descrip 



tion ot this class, forms no great splendor! 
on paper — nothing for the pompous (who 
despise the dull pursuits of labor,) toad- 
mire! Their motto is ‘Equal Rights 
and no exclusive privileges-’ And their 
J boast is that the two Presidents (Jeffer- 
son and Jackson) which they alone elect- 
ed over nil opposition, have purchased 
more land, paid more debts and obtained 
fhnorc indemnities, than all the rest of 
the Presidents. The first of these favor- 
ites drew' the declaration of independence, 
and the last effected a victory and deliv- 
erance in the ‘Battle of New Orleans.’ 
These two events will never he forgotten 
while history exists. Should the Bank 
triumph over the People, in the coming 
contest, and forever hereafter sustain the 
pre eminence, yet the whole community 
will ever enjoy the advantages achieved 
by the two democratic Presidents, as long 
ns independence, the great western val- 
ley of the Mississippi, and freedom from 
debt arc advantages; although many 
may vilify the men by whom the rich 
itdvontages were gained. 

The love of power and wealth are 
strong propensities in human nature: and 
as money is the mean to obtain them, the 
love of it breaks over all hounds of res- 
traint and becomes the root of all evil. 
For the last thirty y ears the pulpits have 
been ringing, and the presses trumpeting 
with more than usual sound, ‘Money, 
more Money !’ and no prospect appears 
for the previous question to be taken. — 
‘Christian colleges must be erected and 
endowed ; young men must acquire school 
divinity — the gospel must ho sent to tho 
heathen, who are perishing for lack of 
knowledge — the reformation will be com- 
mensurate to the money — every cent may 
save a soul, Money ! more money ! much 
more money must he collected by all de- 
visable means of flattery and holy threat- 
ening, or the blood of heathen souls will 
full mi covetous Christians.’ Here two 
questions arise. First — Has tho Almigh- 
ty appointed money to supply the lack 
of miracles? Second — If money was all 
to be sunk or lose all its value, would 
not a great part of what is called reli- 
gion die of the quick consum| tion? 

The old aphorism, ‘ like people, like 
priest,' is appropriate in the case now in 
view. If the priests are all alive to get 
money to build their temple of religious 
fame, the people will catch the disease 
and cry banks, more banks; great banks, 
durable banks, that we may get monev 
to speculate with, and gain profits w ith 
out trouble. 

Tho outcry, ‘hard times and little mon- 
ey,' has been constantly sounding for 
eighty years in my hearing, with but 
small variation, and (excepting those 
who have been trading presumptuously 
on bank loans, in speculations that have 
been rather injurious lo the amion,) it is 
'hard lo conceive any just grounds ot com 
iplaint any have at this time, llaud la- 
bor and ail productions of the earth, 
Hocks and herds, taken in the aggregate, 
demand current and handsome prices. 
If the prices were higher the money 
would be propoi tionably of less value. 

Tho hanks have proved their power 
over the government , by suspending spe 
cie payments — they stopped tho wheels 
of government, which cost a special ses- 
sion of congress to remove the blocks. 
The same may happen as often as the 
banks please, so long as the banks and 
government are united in marriage. — 
Some ure for dissolving the Union, and 
thereby retain their rights, while others 
are shyu«ng ‘O Bank, live forever! who 
is like unto this beast! who is able to 
make war with him!’ 

To have money suffici nt for a medi- 
um of trade to facilitate all useful com- 
merce, in which individuals may grow 
wealthy, and the public reap advantage, 
is desirable; but lo have a circulating 
curroncy so abundant as to check useful 
industry in some, and assist others in 
gambling speculation (in which one can- 
not grow rich without others grow poor) 
is rather injurious to society at large; 
but moral reasoning, though ever so 
sound, is but ieeble defence against a 
heated disposition. 

Borrowing nothing from history, but 
confining myself to what 1 have seen, 
there has beer, (from the administration 
of Lord North, down to the present time) 
a raging war between the claims of aris- 
tocrats and the rights of man. 

In the year 1774 lb» aristocrats con- 
tended for the doctrine that Kings were 
appointed by God; and to resist them 
would be resisting the ordinance of God, 
and bring on condemnation. The demo- 
crats plead that natural right anteceded 
all institutions — that opposition to ty- 
rants was obedience to God — ‘Liberty or 
death’ was their countersign . In 1787, 
the aristocrats labored to establish u gov- 
ernment above the control of the people. 
The democrats sought for a government 
that recognised the sovereignty of the 
people — ; he t ighls of man, under equita- 
ble law — n government of expressed and 
defined powers. After the constitution 
was put in operation, the aristocrats ex- 
erted all their power lo bind the admin- 
istiatiori into a monarchical channel ; and 
by construction, made considerable pro- 
gress; but the begin ling of the present 



century brought the Apostle of Liberty 
into the chair, whose elevation checked 
their designs, but did not change their 
wishes; lor in 1815 they changed their 
ground of opposition, and exclaimed, ‘we 
are all one — now is the era of good feel- 
ing — drop all contention and let us build 
together?’ These good words and fair 
speeches deceived the hearts of many 
who were simply honest, broke down the 
line ol demarcation, and amalgamated 
the nation into a hotch-potch- During 
this apathy ol twelve years, the aristo- 
crats gained great strength, until the 
hero of New-Oi leans was culled from tho 
Hermitage to preside over the nation, 
who boldly withstood them eight years. 
As the deposites were removed from the 
bank of the United States, and that bank 
could not obtain a renewal of charter, it 
has shown such haughtiness lo the gov- 
ernment, and towards other banks, that 
the power of such on institution ought to 
be shunned; and yet the bankruptcies of 
all, and the suspensions of payments in 
banks, is laid to the charge of Jackson! 

During the revolutionary war, the dec- 
laration of lhe whigs was, ‘If we can save 
halt our interest and gain our Indepen- 
dence, we shall be satisfied.’

[Public— No. 24 ] 

AN ACT making appropriation for the naval 
service for the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and thirty-eight. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the following sums be 
appropriated, in addition to the unexpended 
balances of former appropriations, out of any 
unappropriated money in the Treasury, for (he 
naval service, for the year eighteen hundred 
and thirty-eight, viz: 

For the pay of commissioned, warrant, ami 
petty officers, and ol seamen, one million three 
hundred and twelve thousand dollars. 

For pay of superintendents, naval construct- 
ors, and Blithe Civil establishments at the sev- 
eral yards, sixty-nine thousaud seven hundred 

and seventy dollars; 

For provisions, six hundred thousand dollars; 
For repairs of vessels in ordinary, ami the re- 
pairs ami wear and tear of vessels in commis- 
sion, oDe million two hundred thousand dollars; 

For medicines and surgical instruments, hos- 
pital stores, and other expenses on account of 
the sick, seventy-five thousand dollars ; 

For improvement and necessary repairs of 
the navy yard at Portsmouth, New-Harnpshrre, 
twenty thousand dollars; 

Fur improvement and necessary repairs nl 
the navy yard at Charlestown, Massachusetts, 
seventy-four thousand dollars; 

For' improvement and necessary repairs ol 
the navy yard, Brooklyn, New- York, sixty-one 
thousand dollars ; 

For impiovemenl and necessary repairs ol 
the navy yard nt Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
twenty one thousand five hundred dollars; 

For improvement anti necessary repairs of 
the navy yard at Washington, thirty thousand 

dollars; . 

For improvement and necessary repairs ol 
the navy yard at Gosport, Virginia, seventy- 
seven thousand five hundred dollars ; 

For improvement anti necessary repairs of the 
navy yard near Pensacola, svcenly-six thou- 
sand five hundred dollars; 

For ordnance nnd ordnance stores, sixty-five 
thousand dollars ; 

For defraying the expenses that may accrue 
for the following purposes, viz : for freight nnd 
transportation of materials anil stores ol every 
description ; for wharfage and dockage ; storage 
anil rrnt; travelling expenses of officers nnd 
transportation of seamen ; house rent for pursers 
when attached tor yards and stations where no 
house is provided; for funeral expenses; lor 

commissions, clerk hire, office rent, stationary 

nnd fuel to navy agents; for premiums and in- 
cidental expenses of recruitings ; Ibr apprehends 
ing deserters; for compensation to judge ailvo- 
cates; for per diem allowance to persons at- 
tending courts martini and courts ol inquiry; 
for printing and stationary of every description, 
and for working the lithographic press; lor 
books, maps, charts, mathematical ami nauti- 
cal instruments, chronometers, models, anil 
drawings; for the purchase and repair of fire 
engines nnd machinery , and for the repair ol 
steam engines; for the purchase and mainten- 
ance of oxen and horses, and for carts, timber 
wheels, and workmen’s tools of every descrip- 
tion; for postage of letters on public service; 
for pilotage and towing ships of war; for cabin 
furniture of vessels in commission ; taxes nnd 
assessments on public property ; for assistance 
rendered to vessels in distress; for incidental 
labor at navy yards, not applicable to any oth- 
er appropriation ; for coal nnd other fuel, and 
for candles and oil ; for repairs of magazines or 
powder houses ; for preparing moulds for ships 
to he built, nnd lor no other purpose whatever, 
four hundred and fiity thousand dollars; 

For contingent expenses for objects not here 
inbefore enumerated, three thousand dollars; 

For pay of the offircis, non-commissioned of- 
ficers, musicians, and privates, and subsistence 
of the officers of the marine corps, one hundred 
and sixty-two thousand and nineteen dollars; 

For provisions for the non-commissioned offi- 
cers, musicians, and privates serving on shore, 
servants and wasber-women, forty-nine thou- 
sand eight bunded aud forty dollars; 

For clothing, forty-three thousand six hun- 
dred and ninety-five dollars; 

For fuel, fifteen thousand eight hundred nnd 
four dollars; 

For keeping the present barracks in repair 
until new ones can be erected, and for the rent 
of temporary barracksat New York, ten thou- 
sand dollars; 

For transportation of officers, non commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, and 
expenses of recruiting, six thousand dollars; 

For medicines, hospital stores, surgical in- 
struments, and pay of matron, four thousand 
one hundred and thirty-nine dollars; 

For contingent expenses of said corps, freight, 
ferriage, toll, wharfage, and cartage, per diem 
allowance for attending courts ofinquiry, com- 
pensation to judge advocates, house rent where 
there are no quarters assigned, incidental labor 
in the quartermaster's department, expenses of 
burying deceased persons belonging to the ma- 
rine corps, printing, stationary, forage, postage 
nn public letters, expenses in pursuing deserters, 
candles nnd oil for the different stations, straw 
for the men, bairaek furniture, bed sacks, axes, 
Spades, shot*’’, picks, and carpenter's tools, 
seventeen thousand nine hundred and seventy- 
seven dollars aud ninety-three cents; 

For military stores, pay of armorers, keep- 
ing arms in repair, drums, fifes, flags, accoutre- 
ments, anti ordnance stores, two thousand dol- 
lars; 

For ejecting and furnishing a new hospital 
building, aud for a dwelling for an assistant 
surgeon, for the repairs of the present building, 
and for all expenses upon their dependencies 
near Pensacola, thirty-one thousand five hun- 
dred dollars; 

For erecting a sea wall to protect the shore, 
for enclo-ing the hospital grounds, for complet- 
ing the basement of south wing, and for all oth- 
er expenses upon the dependencies of the hos- 
pital near Norfolk, nine thousand dollars; 

For graduating and enclosing the grounds 
about the naval asylum near Philadelphia, and 
for all other expenses upon the building aud its 
dependencies,! wo thousand six hundred dollars ; 

For extending the Itospitul building near 
Brooklyn, Ncw-York, for enclosing the grounds, 
and for all other expenses upon its dependen- 
cies, sixty thousand dollars; 

For completing the present hospital building 
near Boston, and for all expenses upon its de- 
pendencies, thieethousa ml five hundred dollars ; 

For repairing the enclosure, and for the sea- 
wall of the magazine upon Ellis’s Island, in the 
harbor of New- Yoik, three thousand eight hun- 
dred dollars; 

For repairing the magazine, filling house, 
wharf, and rail-way, at Norfolk, Virginia, sev- 
en hundred and fifty dollars; 

For building a wall round the magazine at 
Pennsacola, three thousaud dollars; 

For fixtures, furniture and other incidental 
expenses at the naval asylum at Philadelphia, 
bting a balanoe carried to the surplus fund on 






the thirty-first December last, twelve hundred 
and forty-one deliars and thirty seven rents; 

Sec. ‘2. And be it Jui thee enacted, That of the 
amount heietofore appropriated, tinder the net 
of the second of March, eighteen hundred and 
thirty three, entitled “All act in addition to the 
act for the gradual improvement of the Navy 
of the United States,” and remaining unex- 
pended, the sum of one million five hundred 
I thousand dollars be carried to the surplus fund ; 
nnd that the sum of one million five hundred 
thousand dollars is hereby appropriated, out of 
any unappropriated money in the Treasury, to 
he paid one half in the year eighteen hundred 
and thirty-nine, an t the other half in the year 
eighteen' hundred and forty, for the purpose ol 
completing contracts now existing, or which 
may be hereafter made, according to the provi- 
sions of the said act of the second of March 
eighteen hundred and thirty-three.

ANOTHER STEAMBOAT DISASTER. 

Cleveland, June 18. 
Steamboat George Washington Burnt. 

The now steamboat Geo. Washington, 
Cajit. Brown, built at Ashtabula, while 
on her first regular trip on *nr Lake, was 
burnt to a wreck at about two o’clock on 
Saturday morning, the 16th iust. a few 
miles off Dunkirk. 

The number of passengers on board, 
appears from all accounts, to have been 
about a hundred, a portion of whom were 
saved. The number lost, is variously 
estimated at from thirty to sixty. So 
much lerror nnd confusion prevailed on 
board at the lime, that (hose who cscap 
ed hardly knew what transpired. '1 he 
fire was first discovered under the boil- 
ers; at that tunc they were about seven 
miles from shore. The boat was mime 
diately bended towards land, but before 
they got far the wheel ropes vvete burnt 
off, and the vessel left an unmanageable 
wreck. An attempt was made to lower 
the yawl attached to ihe stern, hut the 
affrighted passengers crowded it to over 
flowing, and some one more crazed than 
ihe rest, in an evil moment cut the fas- 
tenings and precipitated the hont, and 
the terror-struck beings who weighed it 
down, into the Lake, most of whom ex- 
changed a death by lire, for one less 
dreadful perhaps, by vvaler. The Cap- 
tain gallantly followed them, righted the 
boat, bailed it out with his hat, picked up 
those who had not already disappeared, 
with whom and all Ins little yawl could 
sustain, he left for the shore, then distant 
about three miles, charging those whose 
fate it was to remain on board the burn- 
ing vessel to resist the raging element 
if possible, until his return. 

They did so, and on his return he felt 
himself unable to take hut a small por- 
tion of the eager aspirants tor life. It was 
apparent to all who witnessed the rava- 
ges of the destroyer, that before the capt. 
could return again, those wh im heshuttld 
leave, wouy be launched upon a longer 
and unknown voyage . Then came the 
struggle to decide who should be the fa- 
vored few, to whom safety and life were 
o be given. How that decision was made, 
wc leave for those whose minds can pic- 
ture sach a scene, to imagine, those who 
witnessed, cannot describe it. One lady 
of a generous and noble spirit, voluntari- 
ly declined in favor of some other person, 
retired toq tfie cabin and offered up her 
life upon the altar of pure and disinter- 
ested benevolence. Others were encour- 
aged to stay , because the Captain had 
not a heart to deny them, « ith the hope 
that lie might again return in season to 
save them. 

After ho left this time, the confusion 
on board, if possible, increase^, Many 
despairing all thought of escape, gave 
themselves up to a watery grave. Others 
look with them into the water pieces of 
timber, with the hope of buoying them- 
selves up until they might be taken up 
One distracted father, unconscious, we 
presume of his acts, hurled two helpless 
children isito the Lake, then rushed into 
the flames and was consumed, while the 
wife and mother with a woman’s pre 
senco of mind, let hersell down from the 
boat with a plank, and now survives lo | 
relate the sad tale. 

The North America had been in com- 
pnov with the Washington during the 
day) but the latter landed nt Erie and 
the former continued on directly to Buf- 
falo, and was within six miles of that 
port, when the ni tn at the wheel gave the 
word that the Washington, then many 
m les astern, w as on fire I h e captain 
put his boat about and mado 9 >i possible 
haste to die rescue. He arrived while 
the lust limbers above the water’s edgtJ 
were burning, and their faint light re- 
vealed only the engine and iron works — : 
the skeleton of what was but a few mo- 
ments before, a floating palace, and gave 
a ghastly hue lo the visages that peered 
here and there above the water. They 
then commenced the work of gathering 
up those who had been able to sustain 
themselves by means of plank or other- 
wise. Among those they found a woman 
who had managed by some means to 
keep herself up, though she clung to 
naught save her two children whom she, 
heliT with a mother’s grasp, long after the 
pulse of one had ceased to beat. 

The North American continued her 
work of humanity for several hours, un- 
til she had gathered up all the living and 



dead that could be found. The hulk was 
towed up near shore and sunk in eight 
feet water. 

The Washington seems to bo a fatal 
name. The new' boat by that name was 
wrecked a few years since near Buffalo, 
while on her second trip. We understand 
that the surviving passengcis attach no 
blame to the Captain. Of the pecuniary 
loss we know nothing, but shall bo able 
to give more particulars hereafter.

A RIGHTEOUS VERDICT. 

A Wahning to Lynching. — A suit 
has been lately decided in the Y'azoo Cir- 
cuit , Mississippi, which bad its otigin 
during the lynching fever in 1834, and 
in which the plaintiff, a sufferer from the 
mob, has obtainod a verdict lor damages 
to the amount of fifteen thousand dollars. 
According to the account of tho case, 1 
published in the Manchester Whig, the] 
plaintiff', Justice Sharkey, was a magis- 
trate at the time ol the outbreaking. Hej 
was a large slaveholder, had lived in the 
country more than thirty years, and pos- 
sessed an unblemished reputation — and 
yet, because the justice was not satisfied 
as to the gulit of an individual brought 
before him on the charge ol being an ac- 
complice in the anticipated insurrection, 
the mob took into their beads he was also] 
implicated, and that the proper mode of 
proceeding would be to lynch him also. 
This, however says the Whig, “proved 
a difficult undertaking. The resolute 
justice who had acted in accordance with 
his oath of office, refused to surrender 
himself to the assailants, and barred bis 
door against them, placing himself in a 
defensive attitude. The parly attacked 
his house by shooting through the doors 
and windows, and Mr. S. with his wife 
and children was exposed loan incessant 
fire of rifles, the balls passing through 
the house in various directions. lie how- 
ever had his rifle at hand, and made good 
] his defence, killing one of the party, nl- 
though badly wounded by a rifle ball in 
the left arm.

The following methed of preserving 
tomatoes was translated from the French 
by Gen. Dearborn, from tho New Eng- 
land Farmer: The boiling required for 
the preservation of fruits always changes 
their quality, nnd sometimes alters their 
character; and it often happens, when 
the fruits are acid, as the tomato, that 
they jmbilre, in tho copper vessels in 
which they are stewed to a certain con- 
sistence, metallic principles which are 
injurious to health. This double consid- 
eration induces us to publish an excel- 
lent method for preserving the tomato, 
which does not niter the quality of this 
fruit, and does not require the action of 
heat. 

A sufficient qimnty of salt is dissolved 
in spring or river water, to make it 
strong enough to bear an egg, select per- 
fectly ripe tomatoes, and place them well 
and without pressing them, In a stone or 
glazed earthen pot, which is to be filled 
wiih the brine; cover the pot with a deep 
plate in such a manner that it presses 
upon the fruit, and by this simple pro- 
cess, tomatoes may be preserved more 
than a year without attention. Before 
cooking, should be soaked in fresh water 
for several hours.
